Peculiar Conditions Result From the 
Death of Green Lawson. 


A queer complication has arisen in the 
case of P. J. Robinson, the Iron Mountain 
engineer who shot and fatally injured

FIGHT BETWEEN THE MAYOR 
AND THE ASSEMBLY NOW 
ON IN EARNEST. 


TRUCE FOR A FEW HOURS. 


Accommodations on Certain Necessary 
Measures Before the Contest 
Was On. 


Mayor Ziegenhein affixed his signature to 
the ward redistriction bill Friday afternoon. 
The Council confirmed the appointment of 
Benjamin Schnurmacher as City Counselor 
Friday night. 

The first mentioned act was cause. The 
second was effect. The deadlock between 
the Mayor and the Council is as strong as 
ever. Neither has made any concession to 
the other. The members of the Council 
realized that they could not hold up the 
appointment of Schnurmacher long without 


seriously embarrassing the city and bring- 
ing down condemnation upon their heads. 
The Mayor realized that, although the 
ward revision bill was objectionable. it 
would hardly do for him to veto it and 
give the Democrats a chance to change the 
ward lines to suit themselves. 
Under such circumstances they were both 
anxious for a “‘swap.”’ 
The decks are now cleared for action. The 
Charter amendments will be held up until 
assurances are received that the Mayor 
will sign the new North and South bill. 
The introduction of the United Traction 
bill will also serve to strengthen the dead- 
lock. The Council’ and House are in favor 
of the Central Traction Co. bill. They will 
pass it in preference to the United Traction 
“o. bill. e latter company offers $1,750,000, 
or $750,000 more than the Central Traction 
Co, Mayor Ziegenhein is friendly to the 
Scullins. It is probable that he would sign 
the bill if it should be passed, as it would 
give facilities to the people in the south- 
western part of the city without increasing 
the tracks In the down town district. 


NEW LAW ON CORPSES, 


NO BODIES MAY NOW BE SHIPPED 
EXCEPT BY LICENSED 
UNDERTAKERS. 


§ 


Under a recent ruling of the State Board 
of Health permits for the shipping of dead 
bodies will be igsued only to licensed un- 
dertakers and embalmers. This is the re- 
sult of a movement begun by the State 
Board of Embalmers, indorsed by the 
Funeral Directors and Undertakers’ Asso- 
clation of Missourt. 

The many unlicensed undertakers in the 
city and in the State will fight the new 
enactment. It will be claimed that the 
State license law conflicts with the city li- 
cense, and that it is not constitutional. 
Several of the opposing undertakers de- 


clare that they will ship bodies anyway 
and that thé railroads will not refuse to 
accept them, 

To prevent this, J. C. Herns, secretary of 


the Embalming Board, is now soliciting 
the co-operation of the railroads. Mr. 
Eberle of the firm of Eberle & Keyes of 


this city, who is aiding in the work, de- 
clares that there will be no difficulty to 
get the co-operation of St. Louis lines. 

In addition to the provision of the new 
bill, baggagemen, undertakers or other per- 
sons receiving any corpse in bad condition, 
is pledged to notify the tate Board of 
Health and Embalming Boafd, and if proof 
of violation of pledge or incompetent work 
is sufficient, the license of the embalmer 
will be revoked. 

Mr. Eberle says that all over the country 
the art of embalming has bee. grossly vio- 
lated, to the danger of the public health. 
“The issue is a national one,” begun by 
the National Association of Undertakérs 
and Funeral Directors,”’ said he. **Mis- 
sourl was the first to @ecognize the impor- 
tance of the issue by adopting the law. 
“The Missouri State Board of Embalming 
has been created with M. H. Alexander 
as President and J. C. Hernis of Neosho 
as Secretary. They are to act jointly with 
the State Board of Health. Under the new 
law the Board of Embalm'ng is author'zed 
to issue licenses to qualified embalmers, the 
same to be revoked if embalmers are neg- 
lectful or fail to arterially embalm under 
the present rules. No bodies can be shipped 
until examined and legaliy labeled, and to 
this end the American Association of Bag- 
gage Agents have agreed to assist the 
movement. 

“The enforcement of the law, though just 
Inaugurated, we feel wil] have easy sail- 
ing. There may be some Movement against 
it. Of course many embalmers and appli- 
cants will not be licensed at al!!.”’

HE SAYS HE HAS THE PROOF. 


Still, if Called Before the Grand Jury, 
He Would Refuse to Divulge 
His Information. 


Attorney Simon Bass will not go before 
the grand jury and tell that body what he 
knows about the John E. Riedy embezzie- 
ment. 

About the first of April John E. Riedy, 
the defaulting ex-treasurer of the Police 
Relief Association, will go with a crowd 
of other convicted felons to Jefferson City 
to enter upon his term of two years’ im- 
prisonment for betraying the trust re- 
posed in him by his brother officers and 
robbing them and the widows and qr phans 


whom the association was intended to 
benefit. 

Although Riedy went into open court and 
entered a plea of guilty and accepted his 
sentence without a murmur, his attorney 
has given out an interview, authorized no 
doubt by Riedy, saying that Riedy is a 
martyr and is sacrificing himself for his 
friends. There are those around the Four 
Courts who believe that Riedy spoke the 
truth when he said that otherg in police 
circles benefited by his stealing@. In the 
absence of positive proof they are compelled 
to remain eilent.

“However, every word 
that was printed is true and can be sub- 
Stantiated. It will be dono if it is neces- 
eary. Otherwise it will not. 

No, sir, I will not lay the matter before 
the grand jury with a view to punishing 
those who were once Riedy’s friends. And 

were to be called before the grand 
jury I could and would decline to beste 
the information. The statement Riedy 
made to me as his attorney was a privi- 
leged communication and there is no legal 
body in the world that can command me 
to divulge the communication. 

“I have in my possession irrefutable proof 
that what I claim for my client: is true. I 
have notes and dye bills ffom a number of 
sergeants and policemen made. out Riedy, 
and some of the amounts are large. These 
notes are within my reach now. I will 
show them, but of course ths signatures 
I would be compelled to cancel. 

Neither Chief Harrigan nor any membér 
of the Police Board has approached me, 
and if they should I could give them no 
more information than I have given the 
Post-Dispatch.**

When he said the word of a convicted thief 
against a\man he believed to be honest 
should have no weight. 

“Riedy has admitted that he its a thief,"’ 
said Chief Harrigan. “His statements also 
prove that he is a liar. Before he was ap- 
prehended he wrote a letter to a member of 
the force in which he declared he was, the 
only person implicated, He either lied then 
or he is lying now.”’ 

The letter referred to by Chief Harrigan 
was written by Riedy on Sept. 22, and was 
addressed to Patrolman Cornelius Hough of 
the Central Police District. Riedy was then 
in hiding and said in his letter that he could 
remain concealed as long as he liked. The 
part of his letter in reference to his being 
alone in his shortage reads as follows; 

*“ * * * Con, I want to state, as you 
and others have stated, that there is no 
one connected with the Police Department 
that owes me a 5-cent plece, or through me, 
the Police Rellef Association. I am alone 
responsible and do not want 
placed in a false light. °* *

STREET CARS AND PNEUMONIA 


Prevalent Disease. 

— 

During 1897 pneumonia caused the death 
of 1155 persons in St. Louis, bronchitis 820 
and other diseases of the respiratory or- 
gans 228. In January, this year, pneumonia 
killed 93 people, bronchitis 40 and other res- 
piratory diseases 3. In February pneumo- 
nia killed 126, bronchitis 30 and other res- 
piratory diseases 20. So far in March pneu- 
monia has caused the death of 86 persons. 
The members of the Board of Health 
blame street cars for a part of this mor- 
tality. They think damp, cold floors cause 
damp, cold feet, and damp, cold feet cause 
pneurmmonia and death. An effort will be 


made to compel the street car companies 
to-do their share toward stopping the drain 
on the population. 

The matter was brought up at 
the Board of Health meeting by 
Dr. C. H. Hughes, one of the members. 
He expressed the belief that much of the 
prevalent pneumonia was due to riding in 
unsanitary street cars with damp floors. 
He, introduced a resolution asking the 
etreet car companies to keep the cars dryer 
and in a generally better sanitary condi- 
tion. If the request is not complied with 
the companies may be prosecuted on the 
general ground that the cars are if a bad 


to health. 

Health Commissioner Starkloff said Sat- 
urday: “Dr. Hughes introduced the resolu- 
tion, and I entirely agree with him. Damp, 
cold feet are responsible for more colds 
than anything else. Colds are the founda- 
tion for pneumonia and kindred diseases. 
“We, unfortunately, are handicapped by 
not having a sufficient force for inspection 
work of that character.
